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O.S. Patent 5,771,027 to Marks et al., "Conposite 
Antenna, " describes a composite antenna having a grid 
comprised of electrical conductors woven into the warp of a 
resin reinforced cloth forming one layer of a multi-layer 
laminate structure of an antenna. 

U.S. Patent 6,249,261 to Solgerg, Jr. et al., "Polymer, 
Coinposite, Direction- finding Antenna, " describes a direction- 
finding material constructed from polymer conposite materials 
which are electrically conductive. 
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
